2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
Re claims 1-6 

The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the 
laser pulse controlling circuit having the combination of elements with their recited 
functions, along with wherein the laser pulse controlling circuit, based on regularity that 
the relation between: a manipulated variable for causing the second illumination level 
setting unit to execute adjustment of the second illumination level; and the inverse of the 
ratio, with reference to the first illumination level, is a straight line that necessarily 
passes one point for a predetermined first illumination level, and that a slope of the 
straight line is proportional to the predetermined first illumination level, calculates the 
manipulated variable that is correlated with the first illumination level corresponding to 
the optical disk, and with the inverse of the ratio, and causes the second illumination 
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level setting unit to set the second illumination level corresponding to the calculated 
manipulated variable, as set forth in claims 1-6.
